HISTORY 

CHURCH  OF  GOD  OF   THE  ABRAHAMIC  FAITH 
Roll,    Indiana 


From  a  copy  of  the  RESTITUTION  of  March  24,  1875,  if  was  reported  by  D.T.  Halstead 
that  a  visit  to  Dundee,  Blackford  County,  Indiana  had  revealed  that  a  new  church  had  been 
organized. 

"The  church  is  young — organized  last  year--but  is  thoroughly  olive,   having  a  zeal  ac- 
cording to  knowledge.    Their  influence  is  felt  throughout  the  entire  community.    Their  Elder, 
Brother  Roby,   is  of  good  report,  within  and  without  the  L.ongregation,    intelligently  informed, 
rapidly  growing  in  knowledge,   and  withal,    quite  an  effective  speaker.  " 

The  Church  was  founded  on  the  principals  of  Faith  and  Practice.  From  an  earlier  record 
we  reod  tlie  following: 

Dundee,   Blackford  County,    Indiana 

December  6,    1873 

We  whose  names  ore  here  annexed,  having  believed  the  things  concerning  The  Kingdom 
of  God,  and  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ,   in  order  the  more  effectuoly  to  serve  Him,   hereby 
orgonize  ourselves  into  a  body  to  be  known  as  The  Church  of  God  at  Dundee,   Blackford 
County,   Indiono,  ond  agree  that  we  will  assist  each  other  in  our  mutual  watch  care,  and  by 
o  Godly  conversation,  and  on  upright  walk,  acknowledging  God's  word  as  our  only  lule  of, 
Faith  and  Practice. 

The  foregoing  being  unonlmously  adopted,    We  then  selected  the  officers.     The  name  of 
Bro.    Nathaniel   Roby  was  proposed  being  rhe  choice  of  his  Brethren,   he  was  appointed   Elder 
of  the  Church  of  God  at  Dundee.    Bro.   Wm.    Frazler  and  Wm.    Swoln  were  appoltited  Deacons 
of  the  same  organization,   this  December  6,    1673. 
Names  of  members  of  Church  of  God; 

Nathaniel  Roby,   Mary   E.   Roby,    Wrr,.    Frazler,    Kotle  Frazler,   Wm.    Swain,   Rebecca  Swoln, 
John  T.    Brotherton,    Able  Brotherton,    |ra   Vernon,    Emil/   Vernon,    Samuel  Mincer,    Elmira 
Mincer,    George  Mincer. 

Thus  was  the  foundation  laid  to  carry  the  Truth  forward.  Life  moved  at  a  slowor  pace 
In  those  days  and  the  lobors  of  the  dedicated  men  and  wonien  were  rewarded  In  a  group  of 
believers  who  held  fast  to  the  Gospel  mat  was  preached  among  them. 

Their  meetings  were  held  at  the  Bolley  School  House,   tv.o  miles  west  ond  one  mile  north 
of  the  Courthouse  in  Hartford  City.    At  other  times,   services  were  held  in  barns  or  other 
buildings  large  enoug!.  to  shelter  those  who  gathered  to  heat   the  word  of  God  preached. 

The  speakers  travelled  from  one  group  to  the  next,  and  through  their  efforts,  man/  new 
members  were  brought  Into  the  church. 

A  wagon  wos  the  tronsportation  used  by  William  H,   Hornaday,   who,  with  his  wife  arid 
three  children  worked  dilllgently  to  further  the  cause.    He  become  Identified  with  the  church 
previous  to  December,    1673,  when  the  e^^rllest  accounts  of  his  travels  to  this    region  first 
appear. 


D.T.  Halstead,  in  reporting  to  the  RESTITUTION,  spoke  of  the  hardships  encountered 
as  he  worked  to  continue  the  meetings.  Arriving  on  March  6,  1875,  he  was  just  in  time  to 
be  at  the  burial  of  one  of  the  members,  Bro.  Jacob  Mentzer,  aged  76.  Through  the  efforts 
of  Bro.  Hornadoy,  he  had  come  into  the  churcli  in  December  of  )873  and  died  in  full  confi- 
dence of  the  life  to  come.  Holsteod  remained  at  Dundee  and  continued  meetings  until  the 
13th  of  March  and  reported  that  he  had  immersed  one.  "Some  four  or  five  intelligent  families," 
he  was  fully  persuaded,   "would  yield  obedience  soon  and  he  would  try  to  visit  them  again.  " 

From  Dundee,  according  to  previous  arrangement,  Halstead  went  to  Hartford  City,  or 
the  church  some  two  miles  west  of  there  and  he  preached  to  a  crowded  house  in  memory  of 
the  death  of  Bro.   Joseph  Miles,  who  hod  been  a  resident  of  the  county  some-  thirty-five  years 
preceeding  his  death,  and  was  highly  esteemed  in  the  community.    The  church  had  lost  one 
of  its  most  effective  members.    He  had  become  obedient  to  the  Faith  and  united  with  the 
church  during  Bro.  Halsteod's  visit  In  November,   1873.    He  died  at  the  age  of  49,  In  full 
confidence  of  a  better  resurrection. 

The  day  of  the  funeral  was  remarkably  warm  and  the  roods  muddy.     Speaking  to  o  house 
packed  with  people,   he  took  his  leave  from  them  reluctantly,  and  with  h' avy  overcoat  and 
satchel  packed,   plodded  his  way  on  foot,  much  exhausted,   in  company  with  an  older  brother 
and  sister  who  lived  there,  walking  toward  the  town — meoitating  by  the  way  the  times  that 
the  beloved  Bro.   Hornadoy,  after  a  hard  days'  work,   holding  meetings  at  night,  weary,  and 
sometimes  sod,   but  with  a  hopeful  heort,   had  walked  back  and  forth  over  the  some  rood. 

We  use  these  as  examples  of  the  dedication  expressed  by  these  sturdy  men  of  charocter. 
Their  efforts  were  rewarded,  and  always  when  they  returned,   their  welcome  was  made  known 
by  the  large  group  of  listeners  who  gothered  to  hear  the  Word  of  God  preached. 

A    faded  Journal  of  old  church  record',  reveals  the  names  of  Members  of  the  Church  of 
God  with  the  yeor  of  their  entry  into  the  Church  also  recorded: 

1873  The  previously  named  13  members.

The  year  1888  brought  changes  to  ttie  Church.    Property  was  purchased  upon  which  to 
build  a  permonent  building  for  the  group.    For  the  consideration  of  $40.00,  a  lot  measuring 
approximately  (W  x  145'  was  purchased  from  Maurice  Roberds  on  the  north  slJe  of  what  In 
those  days  was  known  as  McGeath  Pike  but  which  now  is  State  Road  18. 

A  frame  structure  was  built  ond  occupied  In  the  same  year  and  on  record  we  find  the 
following  In  the  Courthouse  of  Blackford  County; 

TRUSTEES  OF  DUNDEE  CHURCH   OF  GOD 
At  a  regular  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Church  of  God,   the  following  named  persons, 
Larkin  Mclntlre,  J.N.  McConkey,    Iro  Vernon,    Nathaniel  Roby,   and  J.F.   Brotherton  were 
elected  Trustees  for  the  said  Church.    ---Robert  F.   Farzler,    Secy . ---Recorded  Mar.  9, 1888 
in  Misc.   Record  2,  page  481. 

In  the  some  year,  1888,  Martha  Griffith  Kirkpatrlck  was  entered  on  the  Church  rolls. 
The  following  year  there  were  eight  more:  Frank  Word,  Mary  Ward,  Minnie  Roby,  Annie 
Roby,   Frank  Weller,   Mary  Weller,  Jacol   Bolsley,   Andrew  McConkey. 

Records  were  carefully  kept  and  as  each  new  member  was  baptized,  his  name  was  added 
to  the  list. 


Records  too  were  kept  of  the  Preachers  who  came   to  Dundee.    Some  were  for  a  period 
of  one  month,  while  others  came  for  a  year  or  longer.    In  each  case,   the  method  of  paying 
the  salary  of  the  Preacher  was  the  same.    Those  in  the  church  who  wished  to  contribute  a 
sum  ranging  from  25(;  to  $6.50  or  more,  would  sign  the  church  record:  and  the  amount  to  be 
contributed  marked  opposite  their  name.    The  average  salary  paid  was  $12.50  for  three 
services.

Memories  are  recalled  of  other  men  who  left  their  mcrk  upon  the  small  group.    They  too 
come  to  minister  to  the  body  of  believers  and  while  the  list  cannot  be  complete,   the  names 
of  Ezra  Railsbock  and  D.E.   VonVactor,  both  of  Argos,    Indiana;  T.M.   Wilson,   A.M.    Legg, 
Bro.    Guthrie  from  South  Carolina,   Arthur  Johnson,   Paul  Johnson  ond  one  whose  name  many 
here  at  present  can  recall Almus  Adams. 

We  cannot  compile  this  list  without  the  mention  of  Bio.    George  A.   Tabor  and  8ro.   Robert 
G.   HugglEis,   both  of  Cleveland,    Ohio.    Bro.   Muggins  and  his  wife  Edna  moJe  numerous  trips 
to  the  church  at  Roll.    Their  visits  were  eagerly  anticipated  as  it  afforded  the  group  the  op- 
portunity of  hearing  him  speak  from  the  pulpit  or  wherever  two  or  three  were  gothered.     Long 
friendships  were  renewed  and  strengthened  when  Bro.  and  Sis.   Muggins  made  their  regular 
visits  to  the  community. 

So  many  good  men,  faithful  and  willing  to  give  their  time  and  efforts  to  preach  the  V/ord 
of  God.  Bro.  Vaughn  Long  left  the  area  to  moke  his  home  in  Perryville,  Kentucky.  There  he 
continues  In  his  endeavors,  teaching  and  preaching  the  Truth,  hovlng  a  strong  bond  of  follow- 
ers who  moke  up  the  Church  at  Perryvi  lie.  Mis  return  to  the  Roll  Church  is  always  an  occasion 
for  joy  and  the  encouragement  he  and  his  wife  Elsie  Import  to  the  group  here  I:  of  great  worth. 

On  January  10,    1915,   Church  records  Iridlcote  that  subscriptions  were  mode  for  an  acety- 
lene light  plant  to  be  installed  In  the  church.    A  total  of   15  members  subscribed  to  a  sum  of 
$1  I  9.  50  to  carry  out  this  endeavor. 

The  year  1  91  7  was  remembered  as  the  year  the  Church  of  God  adopted  the  Civil  Wor 
Resolutions  as  adopted  by  the  Church  of  God  of  Vv'atervi  He,   Washington  on  Morch  19,    1893. 
The  Church  went  on  record  officially  as  taking  the  scrlptuiol  stand  that  the  members  of  the 
body  of  Christ  must  not  participate  in  war. 

Those  who  held  fast  to  the  Faith  continued  to  strengthen  "those  of  like  precious  foith" 
and  the  body  of  believers  continued  to  keep  the  Truth  olive.    They  looked  for  the  Second 
Coming  of  Christ  and  the  establishment  of  His  Kingdom  on  the  earth.     11   Peter    1:4  reads: 
"Wliereby  ore  given  unto  us  exceeding  great  and  precious  prom-ses;  that  by  these 

ye  might  be  partakers  of  the  divine  nature,   havirig  escaped  the  corruption  that  Is 

the  world." 


The  Church  continued  in  the  old  building  in  what  was  now  called  Roll,   Indiano.    The 
name  of  Dundee  hoving  been  discarded  due  to  the  name  being  used  by  anotlier  town  in  the 
State  of  Indiana.   The  Post  Office  was  called  Roll,    Indiana  and  gradually  the  name  of 
Dundee  faded  and  the  Church  group  now  is  referred  to  as  the  "Roll  Church". 

Sometime  close  to  the  year  1930,  services  were  discontinued  for  a  short  period  of  time. 
Church  records  are  not  available  from  the  years  1923  to  1946  so  the  date  is  only  a  guess. 
This  was  not  to  be  for  long  and  soon  the  building  was  open  again  to  believers  who  desired 
to  continue  the  ministry  of  the  ^ord  of  God. 

In  its  day,   the  building  vacated  this  year  of  1974  hod  undergone  mony  changes.    At 
one  time  there  had  been  a  gas  well  located  on  the  back  of  the  Church  property.    The 
building  was  heated  and  lighted  with  natural  gas  from  this  source. 

There  were  two  stoves,   one  on  either  side  of  the  room,  which  served  as  heating  units 
for  the  building.    In  later  days,  a  large  cool  furnace  was  installed  Inside  the  building  and 
this  continued  to  furnish  heat  for  the  cold  winter  days  until  sometime  in  the  19505.   At  that 
time  a  new  oil  furnace  was  installed  in  a  room  added  to  the  bock  of  the  Church  building. 
Port  of  this  was  later  remodeled  to  become  a  Sunday  School  classroom  for  the  younger 
children  of  the  congregation. 

At  this  time,  Elder  Cantwell  Drabenstott  was  the  Preacher,  having  followed  Bro. 
Vaughn  Long  in  the  spreading  of  the  Gospel.  His  death  in  1967  was  felt  by  all  the  con- 
gregation and  since  thot  time,  the  pulpit  has  been  capably  filled  every  Sunday  morning 
by  the  following  brethren  who  take  their  turn  at  speaking:  Ernest  R.  Drobenslott,  his  son 
Herman  O.  Drabenstott  and  Roscoe  Ross.  A  third  generation  has  matured  to  stand  at  the 
pulpit  and  take  his  place,  as  Mark  R.  Drabenstott  is  continuing  to  carry  on  in  the  service 
of  God.    At  present  he  olso  serves  as  the  Pianist. 

The  building  by  1970  was  badly  In  need  of  repairs.  . .  li  having  been  used  for  over  80 
years.    It  was  felt  by  the  congregation  that  it  had  served  its  purpose  and  plans  were  put 
info  action  to  build  a  new  meeting  house.    Sis.   Mabel  Alexander  (Schmidt)  envisioned 
0  new  Church  Building  on  a  corner  of  her  form  and  in  1973,   ground  was  oqulred  from  her 
by  the  Trustees  of  the  Church  of  God  and  soon  after,   evidence  of  a  new  structure  could 
be  seen. 

Through  the  diligent  efforts  of  the  brethren  the  new  building  that  we  Dedicate  today 
has  been  raised.    The  words  of  Solomon  come  to  mind  when  we  read  his  words  in  1 1   Chioni- 
cles  Chapter  6:    "O  Lord  my  God,   hearken  unto  the  prayer  which  thy  servant  proye'h 
before  Thee:  Thot  thine  eyes  may  be  open  upon  the  place  whereof  thou  host  said  tl.ol  iliou 
wouldst  put  Thy  name  there.  .  .  .  tlils  house  that  we  have  built  is  called  by  Thy  name.  " 

Our  hearts  rejoice  In  this  day.    II  Is  a  joyful  occasion  that  we  shore  with  you.     It  is 
with  deep  gratitude  that  we  thonk  oui   many  brethren  and  our  friends  for  osslsting  us  In 
our  endeovor.    Help  has  come  In  all  forms  and  from  oil  directions  and  wc  soy  a  sincere 
thank  you  to  one  and  all.    It  is  our  prayer  that  the  Truth  will  continue  here  in  this,   our 
new  house  of  worship. 

"For  as  the  body  Is  one,   atid  hath  many  members,  and  all  the  members  of  that  one 
body,   being  many,  are  one  body:  so  also  is  Christ. 

Remembering  without  ceasing,   your  work  of  faith,  and  laboi'r  of  love,  and  patience 
of  hope  In  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,   in  the  sight  of  God  and  our  Father;   Knowing, 
brethren  beloved,   your  election  of  God.  .  .  .waiting  for  his  Son  from  Heaven, 
whom  he  raised  from  the  dead,   even  Jesus."
